J. Mr. Jamas T. Barney, Caecutive Director of the Joint 
Committee, has requested on behalf of this group two thing# from 
the Agency} 

a. He wishes to have available for members 

SNIE 20-2-60, entitled NATO COUNTRY REACTIONS 

TO CERTAIN FORMS OF US NUCLEAR ASSISTANCE. 


b. He would like a briefing for himself on behalf 
of the group os any information available a# to re- 
actions, demonstrations, or other circumstances that 
might arise as a result of the group*# visits to the 
various sites. 


4, As to the SNIE, we have made available to the Joint 


Committee in the past many estimates on technical matters in the 
atomic energy field and have once before given them a quasi- 
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political utimate on probabilities of Russian withdrawal from the 
moratorium on tests. The requested estimate on MATO country 
reactions Is almost pur sly political and has little technical 
information. 


5. As to the briefing on what the group might expect in 
the course of its visits, this could be provided by a team of 
specialists from Mr. Sheldon's office familiar with the various 
areas. 


4. Recommendations; 

a. We make SN1JK 20-2*60 available only for reading 
by group members here on condition that the estimate 
be returned upon the group's departure. 

b. That Mr. Ramey be given the requested briefing 
on behalf of the group as to what may be expected during 
the group's visits to various sites on the understanding 
that this is provided for the group's appraisal and 
decision and we are not taking responsibility for guiding 
the group's movements.
